upon his own responsibility , but 
that it was the result of a carefully 
planed conspiracy. There is no 
longer any doubt among fair-mind- 
ed Republicans as well as Democrats 
that the Goebel murder was delib- 
erately planned and the assassin 
was the agent of a conspiracy^ which 
had conceived that some advantage 
was to be derived from the removal 
of the Democratic claimant to the 
governorship. 

The task for the state in the case • 
of Powers was to establish his con- 
nection with or respousiblity for 
the conspiracy which is known to 
have existed. The state claims to , 
have done this upon the testimony 
of several witne.sses who related 
convensations in which Powers is 
alleged to have stated that “Goebel 
had to be killed.” The most cred- 
ible testimony of this character was 
given by Finley Anderson, a Re- 
publican and a warm personal friend j 
of Powers, a resident ot Barbour- j 
ville, the home of the defendant, 
who detailed a conversation in 
yv'hich Powers told him that “Goe- 
bel would not live to take his seat,” 
and that “if necessary he would kill 
him himself.” 

Add to such testimony as this the 
admission of Powers that he organ- 
ized the crowd of 1,200 armed 
mountaineers which came to Frank- 
fort on January 15; also the proof 
that he gave Henry E. Youtsey the 
key to his office in the state build- 
ing and that the shot which killed 
Goebe! was fired from that office 
and it is difficult to see how the 
jury under the instructions of Judge 
Cantrill, could bring in any other 
verdict than ihat of guilty of “ac- 
ressory belore the tact to the 
murder.” 

The trial of Youtsey. who was 
seen running down the stairway 
‘from the secietary of slate’s office 
imiiiediatelv after the shot was fired 
and to whom Powers gave the xey 
to the office, promises more import- 
ant revelations than were disclosed 
in the trial just ended, and if con- 
ducted with the same vigor by the 
state should clear up the conspiracy 
that has blackened the name of the ultimate triumph of right and 
Kentucky. — (Chicage-Times ‘Her justice.” — \V. S. Taylor, April 7.
